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The Founding of Lake County 


As dynamic as the industrial development of Lake County appears today 
its early history was even more interesting. The first settlers worked hard 
as they expected to, and their efforts bore fruit. There was no room for 
laggards. They helped one another where necessary. The sick were visited, 
the dead buried, for doctors, hospitals and undertakers were not to be had. 
Altogether, they found this territory an ideal section on which to settle. 
Deer, wild turkeys, wild pigeons, prairie chickens, partridges, quail, ducks, 
geese, fish from Lake Michigan, Cedar Lake and smaller lakes were abundant, 
while the Kankakee marsh and river gave the hunter and trapper a veritable 
paradise. The beautiful rolling prairie with its rich soil responded quickly 
to the plough and brought forth in abundance, while the virgin woodlands 
gave the pioneer shelter and warmth, and all for the labor that man put into 
it, without money and without price. 


Fortunately, when Solon Robinson settled here the Pottawatomie Indians 
were peaceful. He was a native of Jennings county, Indiana, and he moved 
to what is now Crown Point in 1834 with his wife and two young children. 


Tired from their long overland journey and realizing that winter was 
not far away, the Robinson family decided to build a temporary home on 
their campsite. This was the last day in October. Solon quickly erected a 
makeshift cabin to provide shelter for his wife and children from the chilly 
November night winds and spent the remainder of the balmy fall caulking 
chinks with mud and clay. By the time winter fell, the Robinson family was 
well protected from the elements. 


In midwinter, three other families from Jennings county moved within 
hailing distance of Robinson’s cabin and the nucleus of a hamlet was formed, 
consisting of three men, four married women, five young men, two young 
women, four boys, and three girls, or 21 in all. 


Winter passed bringing beautiful spring. The squatters, finding the: 
community to their liking, held a meeting in Robinson’s home to discuss 
their future status. They decided to remain, 


Tools were shaped by the men to plow the ground, but the irons had 
to be taken to Morgan Prairie in Porter county for sharpening. When the 
crude plow was ready, the men attached four oxen to it and all within the 
hamlet congregated around to watch the first furrow turned. 
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This furrow later held some historic significance, for it began nearly 
opposite the present court house and extended down what is now Main 
street in Crown Point. 


Next fall and winter, other families moved in, one of them headed by 
Milo Robinson, brother of Solon, who came all the way from New York to 
help build the little community. 


With these additions to their little band, the original settlers felt more 
capable of meeting the rigors of pioneer life. 


The hamlet continued to grow slowly with the succeeding months, 
until, by 1836, a village of about 500 souls developed. Soon Solon and Milo 
Robinson opened a general store. The former acted as postmaster, bringing 
the mail from Michigan City by horseback. 


On July 4, 1836, a “majority of the citizens of Lake county,” as their 
document read, formed the Squatters’ union and named Solon Robinson as 
the register of claims. 


In the summer of the following year, a log court house of respectable 
size was built and Lake county was organized under a special dispensation 
from the Indiana general assembly. The instrument became effective Feb- 
ruary 16, 1837, 


Henry Wells was appointed sheriff, but he had to go to Indianapolis on 
foot to obtain his commission. When he returned, a regular election was 
held on March 28, 1837, and the following persons were elected:

From this small start at Crown Point, which, incidentally, received its 
name from Solon Robinson and Judge Clark, sprung the Lake county of 
today. Other small towns took form in the central and southern parts of the 
county. Schools developed, churches were founded, saw mills and grist 
mills arose, and civilization began to make itself felt. 
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The Calumet district to the north did not develop until Ernst Hohman, 
a Chicago tailor, and his charming English wife, Caroline, settled on a 
tract of ground that now forms a part of the central district of Hammond. 
The Hohmans opened a wayside tavern for hungry and thirsty travelers. 


To the east of the Hohman tavern came David Gibson with a general 
store and roadside inn for railroad workers pushing the Michigan Central 
line through the district. 


From 1855 to 1860, George W. Clark, of Chicago, purchased several 
thousand acres of land for $1.25 an acre in what is now East Chicago and 
Indiana Harbor. 


Then came the George H. Hammond packing plant to Hammond and 
the Graver corporation to East Chicago. The die was cast. From then on 
more industries moved in, until, by 1900, the industrial nature of the region 
was well established. 


The construction of Standard Oil Company’s refinery at Whiting in 
1889, the location of Inland Steel company at Indiana Harbor after the turn 
of the 20th century, and the mushroom-like growth of United States Steel 
corporation at Gary after 1906 did much to hasten the industrial develop- 
ment of the north end. 


Today, the Calumet district is known as the “Workshop of America,” 
employing thousands upon thousands of workers. Central and southern Lake 
county still retain their rural aspects, further diversifying the economic life 
of the community. 


From less than 500 inhabitants on the date of its organization in 1837, 
Lake county today is the home of almost 300,000 souls and is growing so 
rapidly that it promises soon to exceed Marion county, home of the state 
capital, in population. 


AUTHORITY FOR THE ORGANIZATION 


By an act of the Legislature, approved on the 21st day of January, 1836, 
the County of Lake was erected out of the counties of Porter and Newton, 
and comprises all that tract lying West of the centerline of Range Seven 
West, and North of the Kankakee River, and being bounded on the North 
by Lake Michigan and on the West by the State of Illinois, and containing 
about Five Hundred Sections of Land,

THE ACTUAL ORGANIZATION 


By an act of the Legislature, approved on the 18th day of January, 
1837, the County of Lake was declared to be an Independent County after 
the 15th day of February, 1837. On March 8th, 1837, Henry Wells was 
commissioned Sheriff of Lake County. Mr. Wells directed that an election 
be held on March 28th, 1837 for the purpose of electing a clerk of the Cir- 
cuit Court, a Recorder, two associate Judges and three Commissioners. Re- 
turns of election made to the Sheriff on March 29, 1837, disclosed the 


following results: 


For Clerk of the Circuit Court: 
Solon Robinson, thirty-eight votes. 
D. Y. Bond, twenty-one votes. 
L. A. Fowler, seventeen votes. 


For County Recorder: 
William A. W. Holton, fifty votes. 
J. V. Johns, twenty-two votes. 


For Associate Judges: 
William B. Crooks, fifty-one votes. 
William Clark, fifty votes. 
Samuel D. Bryant, twenty-eight votes. 


For County Commissioners: 
Amsi L. Ball, seventy-eight votes. 
1. P. Stringham, fifty-nine votes, 
Thomas Wiles, fifty-nine votes. 


The tie vote being decided by lot as by law directed. Amsi L. Ball was 
declared elected for the term of three years, Thomas Wiles for two years 
and |. P. Stringham for one year.

And also a true and just valuation of all the Indian Reservations of land 
amounting to 8754 28-100 acres assessed at the sum total of $77,787.88, 
and also the assessed value of all lots in the Town of Liverpool, amount- 
ing to the sum total of $26,430. All of which said assessment have been 
made according to the best of my knowledge and abilities—
